It shows the Commodore in the 
naval uniform of the day, when as com- 
mander of the Blacfc Prince and director 
5 f American naval operations he wreaked 
havoc on British commerce. The right 
hand rests on th« hilt of a sheathed sword 
and the left hangs amid the folds of a 
great cloak draped from the shoulders. 
The head Is turned a little to the right 
and slightly upward and the poisa and 
whole, attitude is ona of dashing gal- 
lantry. The statue stands ten feet high 
on a marble pedestal of 16*4 feet on the 
front of which In high relief is sculptured 
a figure of victory en the prow of a ship.

reference to San Francisco's new auditorium. We read that it is 
to be a noble structure of granite, seating fifteen thousand peo- 
ple, ana to stand for all time as a memorial of the great fair. Yet 
the building is to cost only one-fourth of a million dollars. Oak- 
land has already spent one million on the frame-work alone of her 
auditorium, and we are now kindly invited to squander as much 
more as the entire cost of San Francisco's building in order to 
complete an edifice that shall stand for all time as a monument to 
Oakland's civic folly, her voluntary thralldom and her colossal 
graft system. Shall we do it?

architect The article to which she refers stated that a facade of 
California granite costing $236,000 would be erected. "Facade" 
means front The front of the building alone will cost $236,000.

One-half that sum onlv has been devoted 


to the frame-work and a portion of the concrete work. It is found 
that in order to make the building what it should be, a like amount 
is necessary. To refuse to, vote an additional sum to complete 
the edifice would be to abandon the enterprise at a dead loss of 
the $500,000 expended, when by adding the amount asked it will 
be a money-making affair and pay for itself within the life of 
the bonds issued.

direct levy amounting to about 86 cents more than would ether- 
ise be paid, will be added.

On the contrary it is apparent to all, more espe- 
cially those familiar with buflding work, that every cent has been 
properly invested and that the city has received full value for the 
sum expended, unforeseen difficulties of construction being con- 
sidered.
